INTERCEPTED ADVICES. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED 

TOKIO, May 29, 5 p.m—([{By Asia 
tie Cable.) Certain Russian corre 
spondence which been inter 
cepted by the J at the block- 
ade of Port Arthur gives the infor- 
mation that some Russian torpedo 
boat destroyers have been sunk in 
the mines outside of Port Arthur, as 
well as details of the placing by the 


ns of the mi which effected 
the destruction of the Japanese bat- 
tleship Hatsuse, 15. 


The sixth Japanese squadron, which 
was blockading Po; Arthur over 
hauled and searched a junk and seized 
a number of letters written by Rus- 
sian officers. One letter said that a 
torpedo-boat destroyer had successful- 
ly placed a series of mines during the 
night, which preceded the loss of the 
Hatsuse, and, continuing, — of the 
loss of some Russian 
destroyers. How many is not men- 
tioned, but it is believed that there 
were at least two. 

The heavy loss of life which accom- 
panied the sinking of the Japanese 
cruiser Yoshino, ag a result of collid- 


May 15, was due to the smashing of 
fite of her boats by falling masts. 
When the ships came together, col- 
lision mats were used, and 4 tarpaulin 
was placed over the hole, but it was 
Impossible to stop the inrush of water. 
The ship settled quickly, listing to the 
starboard. Capt. Ginsayeki ordered 
the crew to the upper deck, where 
they manned the boats. Five boats 
were lowered on the starboard side 
and one on the port side, but before 
they were cleared, the ship lurched 
starboard and. commenced to 
sin 

The masts and davits smashed all 
five of the boats on the starboard side, 
Capt. Ginsayeki remained on the 
bridge and cried “Banzai” to the sail- 
ors as they were entering tae boats. 
When last seen, be was shaking hands 
with Commander Hirowatari and bid- 
ding him farewell. At this moment, 
Lieut. Naito sprang overboard and 
swam to the only cutter which had 
escaped from the wreck. He rowed to 
the cruiser Kasuga and returned with 
three boats, but no trace of the 
Yoshino or ber crew could be found, 
with the exception of six men who 
had already been rescued by boats 
from the cruiser Chitose. 

The fog was so dense that the 
searchlight of the Kasuga, though not 


tant, was only faintly discernable. The 
Kasuga struck Yoshino on the 
port side, near the engines, and the 
force of the blow was so great that 
the dynamos of der lighting plant 
were destroyed, leaving the ship in 
darkness. The rait of the Em- 
peror aboard the Yoshino was rescued 
and carried to the Kasuga. 
Commander Honda, who command- 
ed the fire ship Totomi in the 
ful sealing of Port Arthur. arri 
here today. Honda and the enti 
crew of the Totomi were deafened by 
their terrible experience. The explo 
sions and awful cannonade ruptured 
the tympanums of their ears. Com- 
mander Honda may recover the hear- 
ing of one ear, he will be per- 
manently deaf in the other. Honda 
and his comrades did not discover 
their unfortunate condition until they 
were leaving the ship. He shouted 
his orders to his men, yet he failed 
to hear his own voice, and he was 
forced to make signals indicating his 
orders in order to successfully bring 
the crew back to Vice-Admiral Togo's 
squadron.

(Korea) May 29, 7 p.m\—([By 
Asiatic Cable.]

E MAYOR AND THE CITY 
PRINTING. 


It would be. direct insult to the 
intelligence, common sense and 
the réwdnmess of Mayor 
Snyder to that he refused to 


sign the printing contract between 
the city ang The Times-Mirror Com- 
pany for any other than political rea- 
sons. The Mayor saw an opportunity 
to make a “grand-stand play,“ and he 
made it. In a ponderous and pyro 
technical message to the Council he 
attempts to take high ground and 
talks gMbly of “economy.” of “unnec- 
essary drain upon the depleted city 
treasury.” of “extravagant contracts,” 
and similar matters in a manner cal 
culated to delude citizens who may be 
inclined to thoughtiessly jump at con- 
clusions and permit themselves to be 
blinded, by a species of sentiment, to 
the hard. cold, business facts in the 
case. Unfortunately for the Mayor, 
the campaign for the city printing 
wes conducted along lines that ren- 
der nugatory all displays of political 
fireworks; for no person of even 
ordinary common sense will fail to 
recognize the fact that the award of 
the city printing to The Times was 
made upon sound principles and upon 
wise conclusions, reached after the 
most searching and thorough investi- 
gation of the merits of the case. 

The only vital point in all the length 
and breadth of the Mayor's communi- 
cation is his allegation of “extrava- 


awarding of the city printing contract 
te The Times at a higher rate than 
was offered by other bidders, if cir- 
culation is left out of the account. 
But the Mayor appears ta have shot 
wide of the mark in making his fig- 
ures. He estimates the “increased 
expense to the city,” the additional 
unne cesar cost of the city advertis- 
ing,” if the same is prin in The 
Times, at between $10, and 815, 
000. Lest some persons should reach 
@ too hasty conclusion after reading 
the Mayor's message and be deluded 
into accepting these figures as cor- 
rect, his figures should be given 
thoughtful scrutiny. 


The largest single item in the city 
printing is the delinquent tax list, for 
the printing of which the city makes 
a charge to property owners of 50 
cents for each property item adver- 
tised; and this charge is greatly in 
excess of the actual cost to the city. 
It is obvious, therefore, that there 
will be no saving whatever to prop- 
erty owners whose property is ad- 
vertised, no miatter what may be the 
actual cost of advertising. The charge 
of 50 cents is an arbitrary one, made 
irrespective ot the cost of the work. 


The second largest single item of 
cost in the city advertising is the 
sale of franchises, the actual cost of 
which advertising is assessed to and 
collected from thé person or company 
who secures the franchise; and this 
advertising cost must be deposited 
with the City Clerk before the fran- 
chise will be advertised. Manifestly, 
then, there is no saving to the city 
in the matter of franchise advertise- 
ments, po ter what, how low or 
how high cost may be. 


All street- Improvement notices and 
ordinances become a lien against the 
property affected, and the cost of ad- 
vertising them is not and cannot le 
a drain upon the city treasury in any 
degree. | 


The only mileicibal advertising paid 
for out of the treasury funds is that 
for advertisements of penal ordi- 
nances, for supplies, and for an oc- 
casional salary ordinance. For ad- 
vertising these items the city last 
year paid less than $3000 of the total 
cost of the year's advertising, and at 
the new rate (60 cents per inch) the 
actual difference to the city would 
amount to possibly $1000 or $1500 in 
the course of the year, and not $10,000 | 

or $15,000, as the Mayor estimates. 
ana for this possible $1000 or 91500 
extra cost, the city is securing, under 
the contract with The Times, a circn- 
lation so much greater than that of- 
| fered by any rival bidder as to make 
| the extra cost insignificant and incon- 
sequential. Moreover, it is not im- 
probable that this increased larger 
circulation will, by stimulating com- 
petition, effect a saving on perhaps 
one single contract which will de 
many times the amount of the total 
extra cost ot the entire city printing 
for the whole year. 


Every year complaint is made that 
the delinquent tax list should have 
wider publicity, which would save 
property owners and the city itself 
much annoyance and much expense 
of both time and money. Again, the 
granting of franchises is a matter of 
the most vital public concern, and 
the franchised advertisements should 

ly be given the widest possible 
publicity. The advertising for con- 
tracts for city work should also reach 
the latgest Humber of possible bid- 


Tr to stimulate and attract the 
competition which ta absolutely nec- 
essary if the city is to get the work 
done in the best manner and at the 
lowest relative cost. All municipal! ad- 
vertising is of public interest, some of 
it particularly so, and it should there- 
fore have the widest practicable pub- 
licity; and this greatest publicity can 
be secured only through The Times, 
as proved by circulation figures al- 
ready made public. 


The above statement of congealed 
truth, from which there can be no ap- 
peal, is quite sufficient to answer the

men and things—considered the past, 
the present and the future of nations, 
their traditions, their ¢ontemp srary re- 
lations, and their aspirations;

Because I might stand at the graye 
of Kos¢iusko and shed a tear over the 
fallen liberty of Poland, must I still 
and forever oppose and condemn ~ me 


sia, Germany and Austria in all 
international quarrels? 

And finally, because I stood on 5 
platform of the Alhambra Theater in 
this city and denounced the inhuman 
outrages upon the Jews at Kishineff, 
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tHe truthfulness and 
beauty of our sacred Scriptures. The 
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tal precepts, and divine revelations of 
God and man, of this world and the 
next. of human destiny, and of our 
relations to the things which we do not 
hese things can never be de- 
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spiritual in order 


un! with rev- 
He must be very 


of mercy, the holiness of indiv'dual and 
international charity, and the righteocus- 
ness of God's purposes, veiled and hid- 
den though they be: you would have 
dwelt upon the duties and the dema'ids 
of loyalty, the soldiers’ task and the 
civilian’s burden; remembering the past 
perils and sufferings of our own dear 
country—this blessed land that hel- 
ters you, the Jew, and me, the Gentile— 
you would have said that gratitude is 
a noble virtue, exalting alike king and 
peasant, men and nations, and that 
heaven's wrath should blast a people 
gullty of the foul and base crime, nay 
more, the mortal sin, of ingratitude; 
and “looking before and after,” recall- 
ing the wrongs done by this people in 
the name of liberty and by that in the 
name of religion, the intolerance of this 
country and the bigotry of that, point- 
ing out the cruel injustice and wieked 
oppression of the Jew in many axes 
and in many lands, you would have 
joined with me, perhaps, in saying that, 
nevertheless, “God works in a myFte- 
rious way His wonders to perform,” 
and that “the judgments of the Lord 
are true and righteous altogether.” And 
if you had been present and done me 
the honor to pay heed to my words 1 
venture to believe that you would not 

ave written the unjust article whica 
prompts this communication—you 
would not have miéuhderstood my 
views or been ignorant of my reasons for 
entertaining them; you would not have 
endeavored to expose me, your admirer 
and friend, to censure or ridicule, nor 
would you have been ungenerous enough 
inferentially to charge me with the ut- 
terancée of sentiments not my own, on 
that or any other past occasion. If I 
have formed a correct estimate of your 
character, you would not then have in- 
duiged in feigned compliment the more 
effectively to place me in an attitude 
of apparent inconsistency, and to cast 
odium upon one who, t h it might 
be his privilege and „ has never 
had cause, and has none now, to retract 
or qualify any word he ever uttered in 
genuine and sincere sympathy for the 
Jews and in denunciation his oppres- 
sors. 


But you were not present at the Slav- 
American meeting and did not hear my 
remarks, and to this circumstance I at- 
tribute your unexpected attack upon 
me, which is at once unwarranted, - 
logical and unjust. Not being present 
at that meeting, and, as appears to me 
frem your “random thoughts,” rant 
of my words there spoken-—which were 
neither eloquent, nor then, or on other 
occasions, “attended by the continuous 
cheers of the audience”—still you were 
moved to draw upon your copious fund 
of irony and sarcasm to work my dis- 
comfiture, and, incidentally, to exploit 
your own views as to the purposes and 
tendencies of races and nations. Pardon 
me if I remind you that as a scholar 
you should be catholic and tolerant 
in thought and be well informed before 
impugning the motives of others; that 
as a rabbi you should be learned in the 
lore of the gray centuries, and hence 
wise enough to know and just enough 
to concede that equally honest men 
may differ radically as to the influ- 
ences that make for civilization; that 
as a member of a misrepresented and 
calumniated race you should be over 
cautious lest you calumniate and mis- 
represent others, and particularly him 
who has ver or been 
ashamed to lare his pathy for 
that race. 

My personality may be a matter o 
little — and whether I was the 
“American hero” of this or any other 
meeting is Of no moment; but my char- 
acter is of consequence to me, and your 
reputation for truth and tolerance in all 
things should be of consequence to you. 
Il propose, t fore, to da us both a 
service—to defend my character, and, by 
pointing out your erroneous and unjust 
conclusions touching my supposed in- 
consistency, enable you to vindicate 
your reputation. 

You are good enough to recall that at 
the Alhambra Theater in May, 1903, I 
protested “against the outrages perpe- 
trated against the Jews of Kishineff.” 
It is very true; I am proud to recollect 
that I did denounce those ee ye with 
whatever vigor of language could 
command, and if like outrages were 
again perpetrated, there or elsewhere, 
and occasion offered an opportunity, I 
would repeat and emphasize the words 
and sentiments then uttered. Whatever 
you or any other man may say or in- 
sinuate to the contrary, those words 
were not spoken for the applause that 
greeted them; those sentiments were 
not made known because they hap- 
pened to be yours, or because they 
were entertained by rabbi, priest, min- 
ister, Jew, Gentile, or any or ali good 
men and women there assembled. I 
wish to speak with moderation; but if 
any man, be he young or oid, promi- 
nent or obscure, rned ignorant, 


my own? It appears that in your opin- 


must I enlist under Japan's banner in 
the present war, or else be charged with 
inconsistency and have my motives 
questioned and my character assailed? 

In word, because I denounced A 
speci wicked crime against human- 
ity, must I now withhold my sympathy 
for a nation that worships the one God 
of Israel and betake me to 
of Shinto idolaters? 

Shall I, for debatable “commercial 
reasons,” or the mythical “open door,” 
or problematical “trade advantages,” 
become the implacable enemy of a na- 
tio.. that from our beginning has been 
the staunch, true, open and avowed 
friend of this republic, my native land? 
Shall I forget the traditional and cen; 
tury-old friendship that has existed un- 
stral and unbroken between t 
United States and Russia? No; and 
an American I shall not forget it! 
shall not forget that on July 8, 1861, im 
mediately after the first battle of Bul 
Run—hew dark that hour, how thick 
the gloom!—the Russian Emperor, 
through his Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, wrote at St. Petersburg to the 
Russian Minister at Washington these 
welcome and never-to-be-forgotten 
words:
